Western Dealers to Apply the Golden Rule to Trade.

George Parks to Be General Manager of the “I. P.””? 

Bancor, Me., May 16, 1910—George H. Parks, of Millinocket, 
manager of the manufacturing department of the Great Northern 
Paper Company, has been elected general manager of the Inter- 
national Paper Company, according to an article that appears in 
the Post-Star of Glens Falls, N. Y. 

Mr. Parks, who for a time lived in this city, is soon to sever 
his connection with the Great Northern Paper Company, and while 
confirmation of the report from Glens Falls was not obtainable 
from this city or Millinocket on Friday, it is understood that the 
International Company has been negotiating with Mr. Parks for 
some time, and that the matter is practically settled. 


The Story Denied at the “I. P.” Office. 

At the New York offices of the International Paper Company it 
was said that Mr. Parks had not been offered the general man- 
agership of the company, but that it was sort of understood that if 
Mr. Parks was at any time disengaged there was open for him, if 
he wished to consider it, a position in the manufacturing depart- 
ment as an assistant. Reports in a Glens Falls, N. Y., paper to the 
contrary were absolutely denied. 


Folding Box Men Talk Shop. 


The Western Folding Box Manufacturers held a meeting at the 
La Salle Hotel, Chicago, on Thursday, to talk over and decide 
upon matters of interest to the folding box trade. A general dis- 
cussion was had of abuses which have crept into the trade in this 
line, and methods were talked over of eliminating such abuses, 
and the outlines of plans were agreed upon in relation to this mat- 
ter, which will be crystallized into shape and alter on adopted as 
generally as possible as a rule of guidance. 



































































































































































































































































































































LAURIER TALKS WITH GOUIN. 


The Dominion Premier Visits the Head of the Province of Que- 
bec in Order to Talk Over the Effect of the Recent Prohibi- 
tion Order—Crown Land Regulation a Provincial Matter. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, May 16, 1910.—Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Dominion Pre- 
mier, left for Quebec today to be gone till Thursday. While his 
trip is by no means undertaken for that purpose, he probably will 
discuss with Sir Lomer Gouin, the Provincial Premier, the com- 
plications with the United States arising from the province’s pro- 
hibition of the export of pulp wood. 

It is here assumed that the pressure to which President Taft 
has been subjected by the 1 cent newspapers and the paper manu- 
facturers spurred Secretary Knox to inform Mr, James Bryce, the 
British Ambassador, that the United States would like to begin 
negotiations for reciprocity with Canada. Just how the paper 
question can be settled even in a reciprocity treaty is difficult for 
officials of the Dominion Government to see. None of the inter- 
ested parties in the United States should hang hopes on the con- 
versation between Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Sir Lomer. 

Although both premiers are Liberals and politically in full sym- 
pathy, an attempt by Sir Wilfrid to influence Sir Lomer’s course 
would be as if President Taft should try to influence Governor 
Hughes in a matter of purely New York State jurisdiction. The 
chances of success would be about as great. 

Sir Lomer Gouin, an aggressive French Canadian, is a clever 
politician and a stickler for provincial rights. His present policy, 
which requires the manufacture into pulp or paper in Canada of 
all pulp wood cut on Quebec Crown lands, is supported by many 
influences. The Canadian paper manufacturers, led by J. R. 
Booth, of Ottawa, believe it will force the United States to put 
Canadian paper on the free list as the price of a reversal of Que- 
bec policy. If that happens Canadian paper will get into the 
United States without tariff tax, where it now pays $3.75 if made 
from private land pulp wood or $5.75 if from Crown pulp wood. 

Another group of powerful interests believe the policy will force 
American. paper mills, deprived of Canadian raw material, to build 
factories in Canada to manufacture pulp wood into pulp. These 
interests will urge the Provincial Premier to stick fast to his pres- 
ent policy, even if the United States places paper on the free list. 
They point out that it will mean the investment of many millions 
of American dollars in Quebec, the development of towns and 
cities, and the increase of Quebec’s population, so that it may hold 
its own politically against the growing West. 

The line of cleavage between the Canadian paper makers and the 
political considerations of the province comes on the question of 
whether the Provincial Premier will permit the exportation of 
Crown land pulp wood to the United States if the United States 
admits Canadian paper free. In high quarters here in Ottawa it 
is believed he will play his cards to drag American paper mills 
across the border. 

While the International Paper Company of the United States 
will suffer severe loss from investment in Crown lands from which 
it no longer can draw raw material, it can still purchase pulp wood 
from private lands. This supply is so large that some authorities 
doubt if the prohibition of Crown land pulp wood export really 
will create the famine expected in the United States. 

Feeling keenly this private land competition, the Crown land 
limit holders are pressing Sir Lomer to raise the taxes and dues 
collectible from homesteaders, who, under existing conditions, 
owning their lands in fee, make a profitable business of selling 
pulp wood for export to the United States. It is reported in 
Ottawa that Sir Lomer has agreed to do this, but it is predicted 
by many that he will court political disaster if he does, for the 
rights of the homesteader are jealously guarded. G. 
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Quebec Firm as to Crown Land Wood. 

Quesec, Canada, May 17, 1910—Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who ar- 
rived here last night, has not come to discuss with Sir Lomer 
Gouin, the Provincial Prime Minister, the question of the prohibi- 
tion of pulp wood exports from this province, but to consult with 
Quebec business men regarding the Grand Trunk Pacific’s terminals 
and certain improvements to the harbor. 

Seen on the subject, Sir Lomer Gouin said there was nothing 
in the matter to be discussed between him and the Premier of the 
Dominion, and that the Provincial Government intends to adhere 
firmly to the prohibitive policy as regards pulp wood exports. 


Americans Have Cut Much Wood in Quebec. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontreEAL, May 16, 1910.—The policy of prohibition recently put 
in force was announced many months ago, and in the meantime the 
American mills have been making hay. They have done this in two 
ways. It is known that the United States companies have cut very 
largely in excess of their immediate needs on their Crown land 
limits during the past year. These logs, having been cut under the 
old regulations, can still be exported from the province. In regard 
to the other means of protection which the American paper inter- 
ests have taken, knowledge is less definite, but it rests upon moral 
certainty. Six-sevenths of the spruce lands of the province at 
present being cut over being in private hands, representatives of 
the American mills have been busy among the owners, and it is 
now supposed that American holdings have been considerably 
strengthened. . R. 


Duty on Paper Made from Wood Cut Before May 1? 

WasHINGTON, May 16, 1910.—Customs officials are wrestling 
with a problem which has arisen incidental to the recent action 
of the Province of Quebec prohibiting the export of pulp wood 
cut from Crown lands. It is whether the products, which include 
printing paper, of pulp wood cut from such lands before May 1, 
when Quebec’s prohibitory decree went into effect, shall be allowed 
to come into the United States at the tariff rates prevailing prior 
to that date or shall be taxed at the lower tariff effective since 
May I. 

The latter rates are lower because of the removal of the coun- 
tervailing duty of 35 cents a ton on print paper which was im- 
posed because of the export tax of 25 cents a cord on pulp wood 
cut from Crown lands. It is understood that a quantity of pulp 
wood cut from Crown lands before May 1 remains on hand. 


Congressman Mann Wants to Help Paper Industry. 

WasuinctTon, D. C., May 16, 1910—Representative James R. 
Mann, of Illinois, who was chairman of the special committee of 
the House which investigated the wood pulp and pulp wood ques- 
tion the last session of Congress, talked to President Taft today 
about the action of the Province of Quebec in prohibiting the ex- 
portation of pulp wood cut from Crown lands. This action, Mr. 
Mann believes, puts the paper industry of the United States at a 
disadvantage. He wanted to know if something could not be done. 

The President reminded him that reciprocity negotiations be- 
tween Canada and the United States were to be taken up in the 
near future, and that the Department of State, after considera- 
tion, naturally would do what it could to help American industry. 
Just what can be done is not definite. The “free print paper” 
propaganda which has been urged from many sources does not 
meet with the general approval of the State Department experts. 
They feel that this would give a Canadian syndicate the opportu- 
nity to control the price of paper in the United States and would 
injure the American industry. Furthermore, it is not believed that 
the administration should make a striking exception in the case 
of print paper and demand free trade for it. 
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The American Envelope Manufacturers’ Association Holds An- 
nual Meeting and Votes to Support the Joint Committee Which 
Is Trying to Put a Stop to the Government’s Monopoly.

Curcaco, Ill., May 16, 1910.—A meeting of the American Enve- 
lope Manufacturers’ Association was held at the La Salle Hotel, 
Chicago, on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday of last week. The 
first day was devoted to the transaction of business by the execu- 
tive committee of the association. 

On Wednesday the association was called to order by the presi- 
dent, and after listening to the report of the secretary and treas- 
urer the report of the representatives of this association in the 
matter of opposing the printing of envelopes by the Government 
was received. The two representatives, C. B. Scudder, of St. 
Louis, and Julius Regelstein, of Chicago, made a full and com- 
plete report, and the convention, by a unanimous rising vote, 
thanked them for the splendid work they had performed on behalf 
of the association. It was then voted unanimously and most en- 
thusiastically to continue the fight and to heartily support the joint 
committee. 

It was voted in the meeting before adjournment was taken that 
the executive committee of the association be instructed to pre- 
pare and submit to the members a model cost system, which is to 
be sent to the members as soon as ready. 

On Wednesday evening the members were given a dinner at the 
University Club by the Western Envelope Club. After discussing 
an excellent menu especially prepared for the occasion, President 
Johnston, on behalf of the club, made a very graceful and strong 
address of welcome, which was fittingly responded to by W. Mo- 
nash, of Minneapolis, after which Clement L. Clapp was intro- 
duced as toastmaster of the evening. Mr. Clapp made a few intro- 
ductory remarks, which were given in his best vein, and then intro- 
duced the first speaker, E. S. Trefy, of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, whose remarks were to the point and were well re- 
ceived. Dr. Thomas L. Gilmer, Chicago; W. J. Berkowitz, Kansas 
City, and F. McB. Dorris were called upon in turn, and responded 
in happy vein as called upon. 

On Thursday afternoon the association members were enter- 
tained by the same hosts in a drive around the city in automobiles 
and a luncheon at the South Shore Country Club, which were both 
greatly enjoyed. 

On Thursday officers were elected for the ensuing year as fol- 
lows: President, Clement L. Clapp, Chicago; vice president, Wil- 
liam M. Perkins, New York; secretary, Fred McB. Dorris, Buffalo; 
treasurer, Benj. B. McFadden, Binghamton, N. Y. Executive com- 
mittee, L. Littman, Cleveland, Ohio; C. C. Davis, Centralia, Ill; 
George Seelman, Milwaukee, Wis., the president and secretary.

Champion Coated Co.’s Career a Commercial Romance. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MippLetown, Ohio, May 16, 1910.—The annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the Champion Coated Paper Company, of Ham- 
ilton, proved an event of interest to the trade. The report just 
submitted by Peter G. Thomson, president, shows that the gross 
sales for the fiscal year ending April 30 were nearly $1,000,000 in 
excess of the sales of the previous year, and that there was a large 
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surplus after paying a dividend of 20 per cent. on the common 
stock. All of the present officers and directors were re-elected for 
the ensuing year. 

Some of the figures adduced from the president’s report read like 
a “commercial romance,” as it were. For instance, the percentage 
of cash dividends for sixteen years amounts to 2,489% per cent. on 
the original investment. The writer recalls when attention was 
directed to the trade from this section through the JourNAL that 
a coated paper plant was badly needed in the Miami Valley. There 
had been a demand for coated papers, and no nearby source of 
supply. Whether this had any effect or not is a matter of small 
consequence, but soon thereafter the Champion Coated Paper Com- 
pany was formed by Mr. Thomson, with a capital of $50,000. It 
now has common stock aggregating $1,500,000 and preferred stock 
worth $600,000. According to the report, the assets represent $4,- 
886,000. After liabilities are deducted the sum of $908,000 is 
shown. 

In sixteen years cash dividends of $2,380,500 have been paid on 
the common stock, and stock dividends of $940,000 have been 
awarded to the shareholders. Though the dividend this year 
amounts to 20 per cent. on the common, a few years ago, with a 
common stock capital of $1,040,000, the company paid as high as 
60 per cent. yearly. Croesus could not have more gloriously im- 
proved his opportunities anywhere than in the Miami Valley with 
a coated paper plant, it seems, if he had desired greater wealth. 
This is an instance in which plain figures speak most eloquently.

It maintains that it has 600,000,000 feet of timber on its prop- 
erty. The head office of the company will be in Montreal, al- 
though some New Brunswick lumbermen are interested in the 
company in a financial way. R. 


The Katahdin Decides to Make Paper.

Boston, May 17, 1t910.—At a meeting of the directors of the 
Katahdin Pulp and Paper Company held last week the following 
officers were elected: George E. Keith, president, and Edward B. 
Draper, secretary and general manager. The company has decided 
to enter the paper manufacturing field, and for this purpose have 
purchased a 110 inch Fourdrinier machine from Rice, Barton & 
Fales, of Worcester, Mass. The company will continue to manu- 
facture sulphite as heretofore, and the present mill will be altered 
to permit the installing of the new machine. It is expected the 
company will be able to start making paper early in the fall.

INTERNATIONAL’S STRIKE STATEMENT. 


The Company Submits to the New York Board of Mediation and 
Arbitration an Outline History of Its Relations With the 
Unions—Shows That the Company Is Not at Fault. 





The hearings of the State Board of Arbitration and Mediation 
into the causes of the International Paper Company strike have 
been concluded, and the several members of the board before whom 
the hearings were held at Corinth and Glens Falls, N. Y., will 
shortly submit their report and recommendations to the Com- 
missioner of Labor. 

At the hearings both sides of the trouble were presented by the 
former employees of the company and the heads of the labor unions 
and officers of the company. The strikers set forth their griev- 
ances in detail and the company submitted a written statement of 
its position. The last session of the hearings was held at Glens 
Falls last Wednesday, during which representatives of the strikers 
were questioned as to the causes of the present strike and also 
much information was brought out about the last strike in 1908. 

The company now has sixty out of seventy machines running 
and is gradually getting back to its normal production. The 
strikers are giving the company no further trouble in the districts 
where its mills are located, and the State troops are almost entirely 
withdrawn. The only event of importance was the quitting of a 
number of strike breakers at the Corinth mill of the company, thus 
partially crippling that plant again. 


Statement Submitted by the “I. P.” Company. 


In order to assist the New York State Board of Mediation and 
Arbitration in securing information as to the causes of the strike 
in its mills, the International Paper Company last week filed with 
the board a brief statement, in which is given, in chronological 
order, a recital of the company’s relations with the unions, and an 
enumeration of its acts which might have a bearing on the causes 
of the present trouble. 

Preliminary to giving its reasons for declining the board's invi- 
tation to some kind of mediation proceedings following the call- 
ing off of the strike, the company says: 

“The company was informed by the Commissioner of Labor 
that an investigation would be ordered if the company refused its 
consent to this plan. After considering, at its regular meeting, this 
proposition, and its alternative, the board of directors of the com- 
pany, by unanimous vote, declined the proposition, being influenced 
by the following facts: 


Tue “I. P.’s” Reason For Not WANTING TO ARBITRATE. 
“First—The company is not aware of any controversy existing at 
present between itself and the men employed in its New York 
State mills. 


“Second—The company does not dispute the right of its past 
employees to leave its service, either individually or in a body. 

“Third—The Niagara Falls, Ticonderoga, Cadyville, Fort Ed- 
ward and Woods Falls plants are now running full—the vacancies 
created by the strike having been filled. The Piercefield mill is 
running under the same conditions as existed before the strike. 
The Glens Falls plant is running full with the exception of one 
paper machine, and it is expected that this machine will be running 
before the close of the present week. At Corinth the pulp mills are 
running full, and six of the nine paper machines are in operation. 
As soon as the village authorities of Corinth establish proper law 
and order the company’s employees will take up residence out- 
side of the plant and all machines will be put in operation. 

“Fourth—A large number of the company’s employees in New 
York State have written agreements, fixing their relations with 
the company, and no later agreement can be considered which con- 
flicts with their rights. 
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“Fifth—The company considers it wise to deal directly with its 
employees, and not through a third party. 

“Sixth—The company understood the request of the Labor Com- 
missioner to involve the recognition of the pulp and paper makers’ 
unions, and, for business reasons, the company refused to have 
dealings with irresponsible parties. 

“The Board of Arbitration has subpeenaed and taken testimony 
from a large number of men who were prominent in precipitating 
the strike. It has subpoenaed and examined the superintendents 
of the Corinth and Fort Edward mills: It has subpeenaed and ex- 
amined a number of persons indirectly interested in the situation. 
It has invited the officers of the Jabor unions to be present and has 
taken their testimony. 

“In a similar manner, the board has invited the company to be 
represented. In order to assist the Board of Arbitration in secur- 
ing information as to the cause of the strike, this statement has 
been prepared and is now submitted. 

“The company has always endeavored to meet the wishes of its 
employees as regards hours and wages.” 


THE 


As bearing on the present trouble, the company makes the fol- 
lowing statement of its efforts to have the paper makers’ union 
live up to the agreement which it had made at the end of the last 
strike: 


ParpeR MAKERS BROKE THEIR AGREEMENT. 


“Mr. Herman Robinson, representing the American Federation 
of Labor, which organization had been instrumental in bringing 
about the agreement, went to Albany and urged the paper makers 
in convention there to honorably fulfill the agreement which their 
president had signed. The union officers refused to follow the 
advice given by Mr. Robinson and declined his services. 

“The company’s representative went to Albany and received a 
written ultimatum from the paper makers’ union repudiating the 
previous agreement signed by their president upon September 24, 
1908, and demanding a reversal of all the conditions of that agree- 
ment. This document was also signed by the president of the paper 
makers’ union, and had in addition the signatures of its vice presi- 
dent and secretary and the delegates attending the convention. 

“The company issued an official statement to the effect that, 
while the company was not opposed to organized labor, it declined 
to have further dealings with an organization which repudiated 
its agreements, 

“The company then proceeded to hire paper makers and ma- 
chines were started at the rate of one machine daily. The starting 
of paper machines continued, and upon November 6, 1908, the paper 
makers called the strike off, some of their locals having already 
done so. 

“It was necessary for the old employees to sign applications in- 
dividually for re-employment, and the company did not take back 
those strikers as an organization. 


Maticious Acts CHARGED AGAINST THE MEN. 


“When the strike ended the company pursued a liberal policy 
toward its employees, keeping in force the system of three shifts 
and the nine hour day. Other concerns took advantage of the situ- 
ation to force their employces back to two shifts and a ten hour 
day. 

“It soon became evident that the company had re-employed men 
not worthy to continue in its service. Malicious acts were prac- 
ticed for the purpose of driving out the new men who came during 
the strike. The company’s property was damaged. Machines were 
run below their usual standard of efficiency. Imperfections ap- 
peared in rolls of paper shipped from the plants which could not 
have been the result of accident.” 

Under date of December 7, 1908, the statement says: 

“J. P. Gray, president of the Boston Manufacturers’ Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company, notified the president of the International 
Paper Company that very unsatisfactory conditions existed at all 
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plants, and that this state of affairs required immediate attention. 

“Soon after this, the company put on the road special inspectors 
who were required to report conditions and make recommenda- 
tions. The company also employed special agents for the pur- 
pose of locating and eliminating the conditions by which it was 
suffering loss, a knowledge of 

















which conditions could not be 


arrived at through the usual channels. 














“When unsatisfactory conditions were located steps were taken 
to correct them. When it was ascertained that certain employees 
were individually working against the company’s best interests and 
breaking its rules they were dismissed from its service. 

“A number of these discharged employees pleaded for reinstate- 
ment; they acknowledged working against the interests of the com- 
pany, and agreed that if re-employed they would discontinue 
spreading dissatisfaction through the plants and breaking the com- 
pany’s rules. Unfortunately, the company believed these men to be 
sincere and reinstated them. As a precaution against future mis- 
understanding it was required of these men that they sign an 
agreement similar to that signed by the company’s foremen. 


















































A Bonus System ApopTeD TO ENCOURAGE THE MEN. 











“In order to encourage its good men the company adopted a bonus 
system for machine tenders and backtenders, whereby they were 
able to increase their wages by more than 5 per cent. By means of 
this system the skilled paper makers were able to earn more than 
they were earning previous to the strike. 

“A conference occurred in New York August 23, 1909, between 
the officers of the company and nine officers and delegates repre- 
senting the International Brotherhood of Stationary Firemen. 
The committee requested that the 5 per cent. reduction in wages 
which occurred August 1, 1908, be restored. The company con- 
tended that/the wages would be reduced again if adjusted to busi- 
ness conditions existing August I, 1909, and not increased. The 
company agreed to continue existing wages up to the time of an- 
other conference, which was arranged for January, I9I0. 

“The agreement between the company and the Pulp Makers’ 
Union provided for an adjustment of wages August 1, 1909. For 
some reason this matter was not taken up by the Pulp Makers’ 
Union. We assume it was because about this time the Pulp Makers’ 
Union signed a working agreement with the Paper Makers’ Union 
and concluded to force the question of wages by tactics similar to 
those which had been employed by the Paper Makers’ organiza- 
tion. 

“A strike at the company’s mills had been widely discussed 
among certain of the company’s employees ever since the defeat 
of the paper makers in 1908. The date for calling this strike was 
continually advanced into the future because the union was not 
prepared for the struggle. 


Contract WITH THE PuLp MAKeErs’ UNION ENDED. 
“By written notice, dated September 25 
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1909, the company ter- 
minated the Pulp Makers’ contract, thereby giving to the Pulp 


Makers’ Union a three months’ notice as per agreement. 
tract, therefore, expired December 25, 1900. 

“On January 22, 1910, a delegation of firemen from the various 
International Paper Company mills was presented at No. 30 Broad 
street, New York, by their international president, and the question 
of increasing wages was discussed.

It was explained that on ac- 
count of low water, the company’s earnings during the preceding 
six months had been small, and that its business conditions did not 
justify an increase of operating expenses. The profit statement of 
the company was shown to the president of the firemen’s union as 
proof of this. It was also pointed out that during the past year the 
6 per cent. accumulative preferred stock of the company had been 
paying 2 per cent., and that no dividends were paid upon the com- 
mon stock. The delegates to the conference expressed themselves 
as satisfied. The conference adjourned and it was agreed that 
another conference would be held about the tst of July in New 
York, at which time it was expected that the profits resulting from 
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the spring rains and good water conditions would warrant paying 
higher wages. 
Tue BEGINNING OF THE PRESENT TROUBLE. 

“On February 14, 1910,a strike occurred at Cadyville, resulting from 
a reorganization of the work as regards the amount of work done 
by each man, not, as has been stated, over any question as to the 
length of the man’s day. No effort was made by the superintendent 
of this mill to re-establish the two tour system. 

“On March+3, 1910, the company discharged an employee at 
Corinth, believing that the employee had been guilty of a serious 
offense against the company. 

“On March 5, 1910, the company invited this discharged em- 
ployee to come to New York at the company’s expense and explain 
in what way the discharge was not just, and agreed to rectify an 
error, if an error had been made. 

“Beginning on March 6, 1910, and ending April 4 strikes were 
declared in a number of the company’s mills. 

“On March 12, 1910, the company received a letter from the 
president of the Paper Makers’ Union setting forth the reason 
for calling the strike. Up to this time the company had not re- 
ceived any demands from the men who left its service. 

“In closing the company submits for the consideration of the 
board its conclusions as to the causes which brought about the 
present strike: 

“First—By calling off the 1908 strike the paper makers’ organiza- 
tion was, in reality, declaring a truce to be in effect until the 
Paper Makers’ Union had put itself into fighting condition again. 

“Second—The Paper Makers’ Union believed the 1908 strike was 
lost because they were opposed, not only by the company, but also 
by the Pulp Makers’ Union, and they supposed, with the assistance 
of the Pulp Makers’ Union, they could successfully terminate a con- 
flict with the company. 

“Third—Previous to the strike of 1908 trade unionism was in 
supreme control of the company’s plants. Unless guilty of a most 
flagrant offense, every employee of the company was practically 
free from the danger of discharge. As was repeatedly stated by 
them, the paper makers took their orders from their union presi- 
dent and not from their company’s superiors. 

“Fourth—After the 1908 strike the company established proper 
discipline in its mills. This was a radical change from old condi- 
tions, and was objected to by many employees, particularly those 
who had been prominent in the strike, and who felt they were be- 
ing punished for their activity against the company. 

“Fifth—The officers of the paper and pulp unions, which have 
been practically one since June, 1909, have busied themselves 
spreading discontent among the company’s employees and stirring 
up animosity against the company and its management. These 
officers persuaded the men that they would be forced back upon 
two shifts, and that their wages would be reduced unless they 
were protected by a strong labor union. 

“Sixth—When bringing about a strike at any of the mills, with- 
out exception the labor officers have notified the men that the strike 
would be only a matter of a few days, a week at the most, and that 
it amounted to a short vacation, and then everything they~could 
desire when they went back to work. 

“Seventh—The labor officers have misconstrued every act of the 
company taken to establish discipline as an act of persecution. 
The numerical strength of the labor unions has been decreasing 
since the last strike, and the union officials were faced with the 
necessity of stirring up trouble in order to rehabilitate themselves. 

“Eighth—The fundamental cause of the strike is, therefore, the 
question of the’ recognition of the Paper Makers’ Union. That 
organization has been proved irresponsible. Its officers are the 
same individuals who brought about the strike of 1908. These men 
had realized that they had forfeited the privilege of carrying on 
peaceably dealings with the company, and, believing that their only 


success lay in force, they have planned, precipitated and are now 
carrying on the present strike.” 
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AN EDUCATIONAL CAMPAIGN FOR WORKERS. 


The Miami Valley Paper Manufacturers’ Association Discuss the 
Advisability of Conducting an Educational Campaign to Help 
Make Life More Enjoyable for the Mill Workers in Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Mipptetown, Ohio, May 16, 1910—The Miami Valley Paper 
Makers’ Association held an interesting meeting last week at Elks’ 
Hall, more than forty being in attendance. After an excellent din- 
ner the question of conducting a big outing was discussed, though 
no definite action was taken. It is believed this will prove an en- 
joyable occasion of the near future. 

The members discussed the advisability of conducting an educa- 
tional campaign, and it was decided to appoint a committee to 
secure a lecturer to come to Hamilton to address the employees of 
the various paper manufacturing plants of Dayton, Middletown, 
West Carrollton, Franklin, Hamilton, Amanda and other points. 
This will be arranged in all probability this summer, and if the 
lecture proves of interest, and in every way satisfactory, additional 
speakers will be engaged, or the same speaker will be obtained for 
future engagements. The matter will be purely an experiment to 


determine if such a course will be of any special value. It is 
stated that if the manufacturers feel that it will, a special course 
may be arranged for next winter. The idea is to arouse the inter- 
est of employees in all that pertains to their chosen vocation, and

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SOME BUSINESS DOING, BUT QUIETLY. 


While There Is Little Life to the Paper Market There Are Nu- 
merous Reports to the Effect That the Volume of Trade Is 
Somewhat Larger Than it Appears—News Still Leads. 


Trade in the New York market is of no more generous propor- 
tions than a week ago, and dealers continue to speak of condi- 
tions as not displaying the proper snap. Comparisons of sales 
figures made by various houses show that the demand is holding 
up very well despite any statements to the contrary. The volume 
from day to day is perhaps not as large as in times past, but it is 
steadier, which fact is apparently overlooked, and has caused the 
situation to be misjudged generally. The outlook for the imme- 
diate future cannot be said to hold out much in the way of prom- 
ises of improvement, as the quiet summer period is now within 
sight. This month will probably maintain the average for the year 
so far. Mill representatives say they are getting some orders all 
the time, nothing big, but sufficient to keep going on at the mills. 
The latter are still quite busy, and some are even weeks behind 
on shipments. This is the case particularly with the tissue paper 
mills, which are reported crowded with business. The news mills 
are all running full and deliveries are none too prompt, as many 
of the local publishers are still complaining, not only as to ship- 
ments, but also on the quality of the paper. Local manufacturers 
of hanging paper are preferring to figure on prices for contract 
renewals with wall paper makers. It is stated that the new con- 
tract price will probably be about 214 cents. Conditions in the 
book paper market continue favorable and quotations are gener- 
ally steady. Prices on fibre papers remain firm, but on manila 
papers the market is weak. Box board prices have dropped again 
from $1 to $2 per ton on the cheaper grades, and a few of the 
manufacturers are reported willing to contract at the prevailing 
low figures. The bag situation has shown no improvement and 
prices are now down to near cost. As a result of this a few of the 
local manufacturers have withdrawn from the market for the time 
being and are only filling old orders. 


Philadelphia Market Quiet Yet Steady. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PHILADELPHIA, May 16, 1910.—With no grade of paper sluggish, 
and with some, as building papers, notably brisk, the market gener- 


ally is, however, quiet, though steady. There continues a fair 
and in some respects growing demand for books and wrappings, 
and prices are steady. Tissues are in fair demand; flats and writ- 
ings quiet. But for building papers the market is very active, 
and shows a decided improvement over the preceding week. 
Dealers do not look for much change now, save a slow improve- 
ment for some weeks. E. R. G. 


Some Grades Going Slow at Holyoke. 


Western Massachusetts Office Paper TrapDE JOURNAL, 
Hotyoxe, Mass., May 17, 1910. 

Everything considered, trade can be said to be fairly good at 
Holyoke this week. However, there has been a let-up in the de- 
mand for some grades, and as a result a few mills are shut down 
for the week. This is not a criterion, the mill men say, that 
trade is slow. They say that some grades are in big demand, 
while the market is overstocked with other grades, and the jobbers 
are not buying. This condition. of affairs hits the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company harder than the others, because some of the 
mills are devoted entirely to special grades of paper. 

At the geenral offices of the American Company today it was 
stated that two of the mills were down, but would probably be 
started up on Monday morning. One of the officials said that 
trade was good with the mills outside of the city, and that there 


was no kick coming, because two mills were down here, inasmuch 
as all the divisions have been very busy for some little time now. 
With the mills down repairs are being made and the machines 
overhauled in readiness for starting up at short notice. 

The independent mills reported good trade this afternoon. All 
are running every day, and there are no indications of a shutdown. 
More paper has been shipped away the past month from the in- 
dependent mills than for some time during the same period. The 
Connecticut River is holding up well, and no trouble is expected 
from this source until well into the summer. The Holyoke 
Water Power Company has not yet had an opportunity to put the 
flash boards in place, because of the flow of water on the dam, but 
they will be put in place at the first opportunity. With a 30 inch 
board on the dam many tons of water are held back and the mills 
aided materially during dry spells. The boards were washed away 
twice this year when the ice broke up, the power company not 
being able to remove them. Quirk. 


Blaming the Comet for Poor Business.

“Blame it to Halley.” As there is no apparent reason for the 
slump in business, and to the comet is attributed the cause for the 
coldest weather we have experienced in this section within the 
recollection of the oldest inhabitant, which is the only tangible 
evidence offered in this connection, why shouldn’t it follow that 
Halley and his comet have upset business conditions as well as the 
weather ? 

No one is to be found who can satisfactorily explain the causes 
leading up to the present slump, though it is the universal opinion 
that the spirit of curtailment is abroad and the consumer has been 
strongly influenced by the sentiment which has been prevalent for 
several weeks, and as a result is buying only for his actual needs. 
The result is a fluctuating market, which is felt throughout the 
entire paper industry, as the jobbers are handing orders to the 
mills in the same proportion in which they are received. 

A taste of real springlike weather would no doubt have some 
material effect in stimulating business, as the extremely cold 
weather during the past weeks has no doubt acted as a deterrent 
to general business activity. 

The one grade of all which is keeping the mills busy in their 
efforts to catch up with their orders is that of book papers, and the 
demand for this grade has certainly exceeded the fondest hope. 

The news print paper situation is very firm, and the prices are 
still high, with strong probability of their remaining so for some 
weeks to come. The rest of the market, excepting box boards, is 
steady, and shows no indication of being in sympathy with the 
reports of business conditions. TANYANE,

Ottawa Valley Mills Have Plentiful Water Supply. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Ottawa, Canada, May 16, 1910.—The paper mills of the Ottawa 
Valley district have had a plentiful supply of pulp for the last year. 
There has seldom been a longer spell of good water power condi- 
tions. At Ottawa and Hull the Chaudiere dam insures a con- 
tinuance of the regular motive power if a reasonable flow of water 
is maintained in the Ottawa River. George H. Millen, superin- 
tendent of the E. B. Eddy Company, states that the contents of the 
upper Ottawa and tributaries appear to be large, as usual. The 
north waters are still far up the streams, and there is enough 
water for driving logs. The stop logs will not likely be needed in 
the Ottawa dam for two months more.

That the print paper market has been 
affected by the action of Canadian officials in preventing the ex- 
portation of pulp wood is, of course, a matter of common com- 
ment, and until matters are regulated this valley, like all other 
paper producing sections, will suffer from existing conditions. 

MIAMI VALLEY. 


Plenty of Water in Wisconsin—Forest Fires Too. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., May 16, 1910.—The level of Lake Winnebago 
remains practically stationary at a stage so favorable as to permit 
of continuing the use of “second water.” It is believed that this 
condition will rule for two or three weeks more, even without fur- 
ther precipitation. Water power conditions, therefore, are the best 
possible on this river, and all the mills are doing their best to use 
all the water they are entitled to. 

The country, however, is extremely dry, no rain having been 
deposited for about a month, since the storms early in April, which 
raised the level of the lake. The whole country to the north, com- 
prising portions of Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota, is burning 
up with forest and brush fires. Whenever the wind comes from 
the north this district is enshrouded in a pall of smoke, like that of 
a year ago last fall. Half the village of Mosinee, on the Wis- 
consin River, was wiped out last week, and it has been necessary 
to do active fire fighting near Wausau and in the neighborhood of 
the new plant of the Marathon Paper Mills Company. Nothing but 
rain will stop the fires, but there seems no prospect of it. The 
weather is very backward all through this region. It froze hard 


every night last week. Fox River. 


Reynolds versus Moses—Status of the Case. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

HoLyokeE, Mass., May 17, 1910.—In the suit for $50,000 damages, 
in action of tort, brought by Thomas B. Reynolds, of Montclair, 
N. J., a widely known paper man, against Horace A. Moses, of 
Springfield, president and treasurer of the Mittineague Paper Com- 
pany, Judge William Schofield, in the Superior Court at Spring- 
field, today allowed the demurrer of the defendant, the plaintiff 
having expressed a willingness to amend his declaration. It is 
ordered by the court that the declaration be amended within one 
week. The filing of the demurrer creates another phase of the 
suit, which is brought on the grounds that the paper company con- 
spired and injured the plaintiff's reputation and business. It is 
asserted in the defendant’s demurrer that the first of the two 
counts in the declaration does not state a legal cause for action; 
that it is too vague and indefinite; that it does not state when, 
where, to whom, in what manner and under what circumstances 
the alleged words, “He is insane and incapable of doing a legiti- 
mate business,” were spoken, and that several other allegations are 
insufficient for action. Exceptions are taken to the second count 
The trial promises to be spirited.

The building for the new addition to the mill of the John Hoberg 
Paper Company, at Green Bay, Wis., has been completed, and the 
work of setting up the paper machine is now in progress. 

The new plants built within a year past by the Menasha Paper 
Company, at and near Ladysmith and at Ashland, Wis., are all in 
operation, except the sulphite mill at Ladysmith and the paper mill 
at Ashland. It is expected that they will be running by the first 
or middle of next month. 

A three story stock room has been added to the building equip- 
ment of the St. Lawrence Paper Manufacturing Company at Mille 
Roches, Ont. This is the stock room which has been 
erected within a few months, and was made necessary by the addi- 
tion of another paper machine.

The company has further plans 
for increasing its capacity within the near future. 

Considerable speculation was created one day last week by some 
of the machinery being started of the electric power station of 
the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Company at Kaukauna, Wis., 
which was built and equipped at great expense a year or two ago, 
and has steod with locked doors ever since. Whether anything 
is to be done to dispose of the current is not known. 

No less than eight men were noted recently working in a Water- 
town, N. Y., mill, who were before the strike part of the Inter- 
national Paper Company’s force, and in order to keep themselves 
in good odor with their brotherhood and their families from want 
have taken any place to be had in this mill. Many of the results 
of a strike never reach public print, but some of them form a 
record of great hardship. 

The Racquette River Paper Company, of Potsdam, N. Y., is 
rushing work on the installation of its rebuilt plant at Sissonville. 
The 102 inch machine of Bagley & Sewall Company make is now 
being set up, and this week an order was given to the E. D. Jones 
& Son Company, of Pittsfield, Mass., for six 1,400 pound latest 
type beaters. It is rumored that the new machine may eventually 
be turned on to a new line from that now made by the Racquette 
River company. 

The John Strange Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., has not 
yet shut down to make its proposed improvements to its Four- 
drinier machine. The new dryers that are to be added are stand- 
ing on the machine room floor with the new reels, etc., but, though 
the company has set several days for shutting down, when the days 
came it seemed impossible to quit. The Strange people are devot- 
ing all their energies at present to the making of Kraft papers, and 
are turning out some remarkably fine sheets. 

At Middletown, Ohio, Charles B. Oglesby is the working spirit 
of the National Box Board Company in that busy mill centre. 
He has just completed one of the most modern mills of its kind 
in this country on the Third street site, that city, but not being 
entirely satisfied with this progressive step, is continuing to add 
improvements. During the past week he added an outside sprin- 
kler system—one that will flood the mill exterior, and which will 
make the plant fireproof, both inside and out. A test showed that 
it worked perfectly. The National has the distinction of having 
installed the first system of the kind in this section of the country, 
and it is receiving considerable attention. 

It is expected that all the buildings for the new Marathon Paper 
Mills Company’s plant on the Wisconsin River will be completed 
some time this month. At present the work of putting in the con- 
crete floors is taking most attention. There are four or five acres 
of these floors. Another concrete mixer was taken to the plant 
last week to make this work go faster. 


Some of the machinery is 
now being installed. 


The Valley Iron Works Company, of Apple- 
ton, which is furnishing this institution with seventeen beaters 
and washers, expects to make the shipment within a few days. 


This shipment will be in the shape of a solid train of seventeen 
cars, one beater or washer to a car.

The Bureau of Manufactures Is Planning to Publish a Select List 
of Foreign Houses That Do an Export or Import Business 
—lIt Solicits Subscriptions from Concerns Interested. 





It is contemplated by the Department of Commerce and Labor, 
through the Bureau of Manufactures, to publish an international 
business directory, provided a sufficient number of copies shall 
be subscribed for to warrant publication. During the past four 
years the Bureau of Manufactures, through the services of con- 
sular officers and special agents, has collected and classified several 
hundred thousand names of business houses in foreign countries 
engaged in foreign trade, which include every line of industrial, 
commercial and financial activity. The work has assumed an im- 
portance and magnitude that makes it physically impossible for the 
clerical force of the bureau to distribute the information to busi- 
ness houses that apply, and in whose interest it was undertaken. 
The names have been carefully gone over, and only those of indi- 
viduals and firms have been selected for publication who are known 
to be actively engaged in foreign trade, or who are equipped for 
such trade, and who are regarded in their respective localities as 
financially sound and trustworthy. The names of those selected 
from the total collection number about 125,000, and they have been 
classified according to the business in which they are engaged, and 
arranged under their respective cities and countries. The depart- 
ment is without authority or funds to undertake the publication 
and distribution of these names, and as a large sum of money 
would be required for that purpose, it is not deemed advisable to 
ask Congress for such an appropriation, as it would be expended, 
in the popular belief, for the special benefit of manufacturers and 
exporters. From estimates submitted it is found that the work can 
be issued at a cost of $2.50 or $3 per copy, contingent upon the 
number of subscriptions received. If an edition of 2,000 copies be 
warranted the price per copy would be $2.50; less than that num- 
ber would make the price $3 per copy. It has been urged by a 
number of business men who have used the collection of names, 
and who appreciate its value, that steps should be taken to secure 
the necessary number of subscriptions to insure publication. Those 
desiring one or more copies of the proposed international business 
directory should send to the Bureau of Manufactures at Washing- 
ton, D. C., for an order blank for the book. 

The proposed volume will be issued by the Public Printer 
through the Superintendent of Documents, to whom payment must 
be made in advance of delivery.

Improvements in Coating Machine. 
United States Patent No. 956,602 has been granted John R. 
Pulsifer, of Rochester, N. Y., on a machine for applying a liquid 
coating to a continuously moving web of paper. Mr. Pulsifer has 





assigned his investment, by mesne assignments, to the Empire Paper 
Company, a Maine corporation. 

The patent also comprehends means for dispersing the coating 
to make it of equal thickness throughout various portions of the 
paper, and other meams of setting or hardening it. The invention 
also includes an arrangement of parts whereby the coating ma- 
terial may be applied to the web in greater or lesser amounts. 
Another object of the invention is to apply to a machine of this 
character suitable printing mechanism, whereby a web may be 
printed before the coating is applied, and devices for cutting or 
severing it into sheets. The drawing shown herewith is an illus- 
tration of one side of a machine constructed in accordance with 
the patents.

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Paper Men Have Not Joined Forces With Norris. 


Reports in the dailies last Saturday would lead anyone to 


assume that President Burbank and John Norris had joined forces 
for the salvation of both their interests. This, however, is not 
the case, as those interested could have found out by simply 
calling up Mr. Burbank on the ’phone. 

But before telling just what did happen it is well to again 
remind paper men not to believe what they see in most of the 
dailies in regard to their industry, as Norris is his own press 
agent and the columns of nearly all the papers in the country 
are open to him. So, from now on whenever astonishing “in- 
formation” about paper and pulp appears in the dailies it will 
be well to remember that Norris is playing his own game, regard- 
less of the facts. 

3earing in mind this caution, paper men will more readily 
understand how the facts of the meeting of Messrs. Burbank and 
Norris were twisted to suit the latter’s purpose. Norris, it 
seems, had an appointment with President Taft on the pulp wood 
question for Friday of last week. Of course, he must have 
assured the President in advance that he had much valuable 
information to give on that troublesome topic. This “valuable” 
information, however, soon degenerated into the same old harangue 
about the robbing propensities of paper men and the incapacity 
of the officials of the International Paper Company. This did not 
appeal to the President, as he is after facts to help him in 
any further action that may be necessary on the question.. Besides 


that the President happens to be a classmate of Chester W. 


Lyman, or knew him quite well when they were both at Yale. 
So, rather than hear a rabidly one-sided story he adjourned the 
agony and wired for his old friend, Mr. Lyman, to come down 
the next day so that he could hear the other side of the story, 
As Mr. Lyman was out of town Mr. Burbank gathered up Mr. 
Jennings, the attorney for the “I. P.,” and took the train for 
Washington. 

Imagine Mr. Burbank’s surprise when he found that Mr. Norris 
was ushered in at the same time as he and Mr. Jennings entered. 
At the request of the President both stated their views of the 
situation. Mr. Jennings was spokesman for Mr. Burbank and 
made satisfactory replies to the charges of Mr. Norris. The 
latter, it seems, said lots of bad things about the “I. P.,” but 
he failed to give the President any good suggestions as to the 
best way to solve the wood question. At this the President was 
disappointed, as he wants to know what to do. 

Now, to point the moral once again—attention is called to the 
fact that Norris lambasted the “I. P.” to the President’s face and 
then went out and gave the newspaper men the story that “both 
Norris and Burbank presented figures and arguments to the Presi- 
dent which were intended to show that there was no need of a 
tariff on wood pulp in this country. They also said that the action 
of the province of Quebec in preventing the exportation of pulp 
wood had affected the print paper market in the United States. 
The President was told that the newspapers and the paper com- 
panies were commonly affected.” 

The above story illustrates the Norris method of doing things 
and accounts for the terribly dangerous position in which he has 
helped put the newspaper publishers of the country. 





The Golden Rule in the Jobbing Trade. 

The subject of Halley’s comet has, we admit, been overworked 
in every publication in the country for the past few weeks. 
“Blame it on the comet” had become a byword even before the 
so-called danger hour (11:30 Wednesday night) was anywhere 
near. We, however, didn’t think we would have a chance to 
use the expression till we heard the report from Chicago that 
the Western Paper Dealers’ Association, in its meeting held last 
week, had “advocated that it was for the best interests of all 
concerned, in order to prevent price cutting and kindred ills, that 
the golden rule should be applied to business in the paper trade.” 

This settled it—the comet had hit the paper trade, for what else 
would drive the Western jobbers to acknowledge that the golden 
rule had not always been the guiding star and the compass, too, of 
paper men in all their dealings? Nothing but abject fear due to 
the expectation of early suffocation by cyanogen gas could have 
drawn this terrible confession from the breasts of those stout 
hearted traffickers in paper. 

That comet has much to answer for, as the Western dealers 
will admit later on when they read the record of their own con- 
fession. But perhaps they didn’t mean to admit that they had 
sometimes forgotten about the golden rule when the aberration 
meant a profit. We must blame it on the comet, for the dealers 
add to their resolution the clause that “a code of ethics should 
be established which would be for the general good of those 
engaged in the paper business.” 

So they are now going to reform and make some money.

Workers Resent the Charge That They 
Spend Much Time in Them.

pleasant for the men to get out early in the summer afternoons, 
he regretted “the habit of many of the men to frequent the saloons 
in their leisure time. Look what they do on Saturday afternoons!” 

Vigorous exception to this statement of Mr. Booth’s is to be 
found in the letters printed below, which were evidently written by 
workers in the big Booth mills.

Have So Much Leisure Don’t Know Where to Spend It. 
Editor Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Sir—There is an article in a late issue of your journal 
signed “G,” in which he quotes an interview with C. J. Booth. 
As it is printed in THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL we presume that it 
means the paper makers who spend their leisure around the 
saloons. 

We have so much leisure that really we do not know where else 
to spend it. 

If your correspondent would inquire into conditions before cast- 
ing any reflections upon a body of men, even if they are given in 
an interview, he would discover the fact that we work on an aver- 
age of sixty-eight and one-half hours per week, divided as follows: 
Five nights of thirteen hours, five days of eleven hours and one of 
seventeen hours, the day tour taking the machines through until 
midnight on Saturday, and you who are paper makers realize what 
thirteen and seventeen hours mean on a large, fast running news 
machine; and you who are not paper makers wonder why we 
crave for a stimulant, and to remedy the evil you endeavor to leg- 
islate the saloons out of existence, when it is a well known 
economic fact that the longer the hours the more degraded the 
morals. 

Twenty years ago, when the ten hour day was advocated for the 
laboring man, what was the cry? Ruination! ruination! About 
ten years ago the Saturday half holiday was being spoken of by 
the labor unions, and it was the same cry. 

Today, and for the past two years, the Curtis Publishing Com- 
pany is giving its employees two holidays, namely, Saturday and 
Sunday, and by its own statement it pays it to do it. A census 
was taken of how the men spent their leisure, and as a rule it was 
found it was well spent in different pursuits, both physical and 
mental. 

Are the men who use paper more intelligent than the men who 
make it? 

What pursuit or sport can we take any interest in or have the 
time to indulge in after working thirteen hours, allowing two hours 
for breakfast and supper; also to walk to and from work, allow- 
ing eight hours for sleep? Yes, gentlemen, we have the mag- 
nificent time of one hour in which to have a romp with the chil- 


dren, ride 5 or 6 miles to have a game of golf, or to go horseback 
riding. 


Gardening is out of the question—we make “hay” enough 


during our thirteen hours’ vigil without making any during our 
leisure 





True, we have our Saturday off once every two weeks, but after 
getting our needed rest not much time remains... Anyway, what 
recreation could we have any heart in when we can only follow it 
once in two weeks? Then, again, we cannot take advantage of our 
night schools or classes, for the simple reason that we are com- 
pelled to miss every other week. 

Our mental capacity is not very great, and it would be a relief 
if our critic would give us a few points on how to spend that long, 
weary hour, for I can assure you it is a task to devise ways and 
means how, not to spend it, but to prolong it.

Have No Time Left to Spend in Saloons. 
Editor Paper Trade Journal: 
Dear Sir—My attention was called to an article in your issue 
of May 5 in which paper makers were criticised for spending their 
spare time in saloons. 


LEISURE. 


If the critic would set his brain to work 
he could soon find out that after a man works about sixty-eight 
and a half hours a week he has little time left to loaf around a 
saloon. Probably he is dreaming of the time when he will have 
built his own paper mill; it will be an ideal spot for the boys to 
spend their time, and labor will cost nothing; may he never have a 
rude awakening! Let our critic look around and see what his 
brother employers have done and are doing, especially in other 
countries. Each one has proved that shorter hours are a paying 
investment. It is past the stage of experiment in all trades, in- 
cluding paper making. 

Let us see how they could spend their spare time, allowing for 
sleep and meals. When they are on nights they have about one 
hour per day to saw the wood that is provided for them by their 
generous employer, just nice exercise for a paper maker who has 
been loafing around for thirteen hours. When Saturday afternoon 
comes he might have a game of golf or lacrosse, sport in which 
he excels, having every second Saturday for practice. Then work- 
ing days, after supper, he can carry in the wood which he has been 
sawing the week before, and if he has the ability to read he may 
take up the paper. Who can blame him if he does take a drink; 
the wonder is not that he takes it but that he doesn’t take more! 

The simple life; beautiful existence! Let the critic go into the 
mill night or day and study the conditions the men work under; 
they are, with one exception, that of the E. B. Eddy Company, the 
worst in the country. Our boasted progressiveness is fifteen years 
behind the times, and when he says it does not pay he only shows 
his own inability. Other employers can, and do, make their mills 
pay on a forty-eight hour basis. It shows there must be misman- 
agement somewhere, and it is the men who have to suffer, and will

New Power Development in Wisconsin Delayed. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., May 16, 1910—Announcements are made from 
time to time of the proposed improvement of water powers in this 
part of the State at present in a state of nature, and their equip- 
ment for electrical transmission. While a few such plants were 
started before the present water power agitation in this State was 
begun, and are now just about ready to go into operation, or have 
been running for a short time, it is apparent that the proposed ad- 
ditional enterprises are not materializing very rapidly. It is true 
that the proposed water powers are being investigated, and their 
possibilities learned and reports made upon them by engineers, but 
that is all. The truth of the situation is that capital is not going 
to embark in water power improvement enterprises until the pub- 
lic attitude toward them is more clearly defined. If water powers 
in this State are going to be taxed $150 a horse power, and then on 
top of that if the State is going to impose a tax on“its own ac- 
count, it is reasonably certain that the water powers at present in 
a state of nature will be permitted to remain in that state until the 
demand for electric power becomes much greater than it is now. 
In Wisconsin, at least, it is certain that the recently instituted 
solicitude for “conservation” is operating to delay the industrial 
development of the State. Fox RIver.

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A METHOD OF MAKING PAPER PLIABLE. 


A Patent Has Just Been Granted on a New Method Which Con- 
sists in Mixing a Hydrated Solution of Inverted Sugar With 
an Ammonium Salt, and Saturating With the Mixture.

Rhineland, Prussia, has invented improvements in 
methods of making paper and similar material pliable. United 
States Patent No. 957,196. 

The inventor’s description follows: 

“For the purpose of smoothing papers, textile materials, vege- 
table matter and other similar materials for a pretty long time past, 
glycerine, technical grape sugar and glucose obtained from starch 
have been employed. Glycerine is unquestionably suitable for that 
very purpose; it is, however, very expensive. Besides its manu- 
facture, which frequently takes place from rancid or rotten waste 
fats, does not qualify it as an article fit for being used in the indus- 
trise of foodstuffs and table luxuries. 

“Grape sugar or glucose obtained from starch is no suitable 
means for making paper and other similar materials pliable. When 
the weather is muggy, the paper prepared by grape sugar or glu- 
cose, respectively, attains a certain suppleness indeed; if, however, 
the weather is dry, or when the paper is stored up in a dry place, it 
becomes just as hard and rough as if it had not been prepared at 
all. This drawback is more particularly noticeable in the case of 
parchment paper, which, as is well known, is frequently prepared 
with grape sugar. 

“According to the present method, inverted sugar or fruit sugar, 
respectively, is to be used for making paper pliable. The more 
complete the inversion of the sugar is, that is to say, the smaller 
is its percentage of unconverted sucrose, the more suitable is it for 
making paper pliable. The ingredient of the inverted sugar, which 
possesses the properties necessary for producing suppleness, is the 
fruit sugar termed levulose, which is exceedingly hygroscopic, and, 
therefore, possesses those qualities on which the suppling operation 
is principally based. A highly inverted sugar has only recently 
become known, and likewise pure levulose or fruit sugar. The 
danger now exists with concentrated solutions of inverted sugar, 
which do not contain sucrose or only a slight portion of it, that 
dextrose is crystallized out. This, however, can be prevented by 
the addition of moderate quantities of salts. Those which are best 
fit for this purpose are the soluble chlorides, sulphates and acetates 
of ammonium, of the alkalies and alkaline earth, but also slight 
quantities of glucose obtained from starch and glycerine can be 
used for avoiding crystallization. 


“By way of example one form of operation, according to the new 
method, is described hereunder: 75 kgs. of inverted sugar are dis- 
solved in 25 kgs. of a hydrated solution of 2.5 kgs. of chloride of 
sodium or chloride of calcium, respectively, in 22.5 kgs. of water. 
Or 90 kgs. of levulose (fruit sugar) are admixed to 10 kgs. of 
glycerine, or 95 kgs. of levulose (fruit sugar) to 5 kgs. of glucose 
obtained from starch. According to the degree of suppleness to 
be obtained, 10, 25, 50 or 75 kgs. of this solution are taken for 100 
kgs. of impregnating liquid by simply intermixing these quantities 
with a corresponding quantity of water. Hereupon the objects to 
be supplied, thus, e. g., the pasteboard, or parchment paper, tobacco 
leaves, textile material, thin cork or wood tables, yarns and other 
similar materials are saturated with this impregnating liquid, and 
then these stuffs are allowed to dry in the open air or by means of 
hot cylinders or calenders, respectively. In this way these stuffs 
are made pliable and prevented from getting mouldy with the very 
same certainty as if they were glycerized.” 


Yarn from Wood Pulp, Etc. 


Hitherto the stream of new companies has run mainly in the 
dizection of oil and rubber (says the London Daily Telegraph), 
but a company is expected shortly which is likely to create a very 
great interest in the trade. The concern will be called 
Marine Fibre and Yarns, Ltd., and will have a strong board of 
business men, who have satisfied themselves of the value of the 


textile 


yarn to be manuiactured from marine fibre and wood pulp. 

The marine fibre deposits lie in shallow water in Spencer's and 
St. Vincent’s Gulfs, South Australia, covering an immense area 
with a thickness of about 9 feet. Experiments have just been 
concluded in which this material has been made into a yarn, com- 
posed of 50 per cent. of marine fibre and wood pulp. The fibre 
is declared to be already deglutinized by the process of nature, to 
be unshrinkable and easy to bleach and dye. 

Bags, sacks, towels, stair carpets, dress materials, sail cloth, etc., 
can all be manufactured with this composite yarn, and they are 
said to stand wear and tear much better than fabrics manufac- 
tured from jute. So cheap is the manufacture of the yarn that 
one Yorkshire manufacturer has expressed the opinion that ma- 
rine fibre will absolutely revolutionize the shoddy and jute trade. 
That, of course, remains to be seen, but marine fibre certainly ap- 
pears at an opportune moment, when the shortage and high price 
of cotton is seriously affecting the textile industry. 


Paper Making in Siberia. 


Russian paper mills of late years have not enjoyed any great 
degree of prosperity. At one time the industry showed signs of 
steady development, but, unfortunately, recent reports state that 
the number of mills that pay dividends is decreasing. Despite the 
heavy duty on paper entering Russia, the imports are increasing. 
The productions of Finnish mills, particularly, find a large and 
increasing market in Russia, the natural advantages tending to 
favorable competition. Although the Russian paper trade lacks 
evidence of striking progress, there are several establishments 
which can claim a good record, and conspicuous among them may 
be mentioned the Uspensky Wood Pulp and Paper Mills, in Si- 
beria (Tobolsk Government). These mills were built by Mr. J. H. 
Yates, the proprietor of the Siberian Paper Mills, at Bogdanovitch, 
some 80 miles from Ekaterinburg, in the Ural Mountain district. 
Mr. Yates, an Englishman, has, during his long sojourn in Siberia, 
been prominently associated with successful local industries. The 
Uspensky Mill has been working since 1902, and, under the sole 
management of Mr. Walter Yates, has achieved considerable suc- 
cess. The mill contains one machine, 80 inches wide, turning out 
a large variety of papers, including writings, printings, colored and 
wove papers, elephants, cartridges, bag, Krafts and thin smoking 
paper. The mill buildings are of an extensive character, and the prop- 
erty—some 250 acres—is adjacent to a deep lake covering 8 square 
miles. The lake, too, is situated in the middle of a forest of pine 
and fir, comprising some 150,000 acres. St. Karmak is the nearest 
railway station, distant some 80 miles. It is satisfactory to learn 
that during its eight years’ existence the mill has. been at full 
work, the productions finding a ready market. 


Paul A. Staley and Fuller Trump have been appointed re- 
ceivers of the Trump Manufacturing Company, makers of water 
wheels, at Springfield, Ill., on the application of John J. Hoppes. 
Mr. Hoppes is the president of the company, and in his petition 
he asserts that the assets and bills: receivable amount to $125,000. 
while the liabilities will reach $81,000. The latter consist of 
$41,000 in notes past due, $31,000 in notes not matured, and balance 
in accounts. The receivers were instructed to keep the plant in 
operation as long as it is to the best interests of the general 
creditors, and their bond was fixed at $50,000.

ANSWERS. 
Furnish for Emery or Glass Papers. 
ANSWER TO QuEsTIon No. 506. 

Paper intended for emery or glass papers must possess extra 
strength and pliability, and though I can give you a furnish that 
will make a good paper for such purposes, I would advise you to 
watch carefully the preparation of the stock which is used in the 
furnish, as well as its treatment in the beating engines. The 
sizing of this quality of paper is also very important, and if not 
properly accomplished will spoil the paper for the purpose for 
which it was intended. The paper should not be too hard sized, for 
this would be as bad as having it too soft, in which case the 
glue used to fix the emery on the paper would penetrate the sheet 
and destroy its strength and creasing, qualities. The sizing quality 
of emery paper is not of any fixed standard, and while a hard 
sized paper will be acceptable to one man or firm, another could 
not use it, so in a way the sizing of this paper depends upon who 
it is being made for. 

The best furnish, or the furnish which will produce the best 
possible grade of emery paper, is made up of 30 per cent. linen 
threads, 30 per cent. of a very hard, strong and long fibred sul- 
phite pulp, 15 per cent. of bast and balance cotton wrappers. No 
loading is used in the high quality papers of this class. The size 
should be put into the beater as soon as the stock is furnished, 
and the beating should be as slow and light as possible so as to 
maintain the length and strength of the fibres as much‘as possible. 
The stock should be beaten so that it will work very slow and 
wet on the machine, and have a close and uniform body. The 
heat of the dryers should be moderate, and not over 160 degrees 
surface heat under any consideration, as when they exceed this the 





sizing and strength of the paper are weakened. Of course some 
emery papers are made from less expensive furnishes than the 
one just described, but for the real high grade paper, such a 
furnish must be used, and the stock used in it must be perfect as 
to strength and quality. The surface of this paper should not be 
too smooth; if it is a little better than antique it will make the 
emery adhere to the paper very nicely. 

Treating Waste Paper to Make a White Sheet. 
ANSWER TO Question No. 507. 


EN. 


The usual method for treating waste papers or printed papers 
to convert them into pulp suitable for use in making white paper 
consists of cooking them for a short time with caustic soda or 
lime, and after which they are given a thorough washing. In 
cooking with the caustic soda the expense is greater than when 
lime is used, but the stock is cleaner, and the strength is not 
injured, providing not too large a quantity has been used. About 
3 per cent. caustic soda is usually employed on printed papers, 
Good results can be secured by use of lime if strainers are used 
when lime is being run into kettle and the stock is not allowed 
to remain in contact with the lime after being removed from boil- 
ing kettle. One of the most recent methods employed in reducing 
old paper stock to white pulp is by using a mixture of caustic 
soda and ammonia. With these it is not necessary to boil or cook 
the papers, and the solution can be used hot or cold, the paper 
being allowed to soak in the solution for a very short time before 
being washed. In using this process the stock is bleached for use in 
high class white papers, but for news and cheap printings it can 
be used right after being washed. The use of lime is desirable on 
account of its cheapness, and this method is employed in a great 
many mills. About 15 per cent. lime will, with ten hours’ cooking, 


destroy all colors of printing inks, and the stock can be bleached 
to a pure white. STOCK. 


A Small Dandy Gives Better Results. 

ANSWER TO QUESTION No. 509. 

I have found from experience that a small dandy roll will give 
a better watermark than a large one, although I do not know as 
I can explain intelligently just why such is the fact. I believe that 
the smaller the roll, the sharper is the contact of it with the 
paper; that is, it will dig into the stock more than will a big roll. 
I do not believe in having it too small. I believe it should be 
large enough to allow it to be of good weight, and it should be 
rigid. I am sure a dandy roll 6 inches in diameter will give a 


better watermark than will one Io inches. Macu. 


A Dandy of Large Diameter Better Than Small One. 
ANSWER TO QUESTION No. 509. 

In answer to question about the size of dandy rolls, I will say 
that a dandy roll of large diameter will give a better watermark 
than will one of small diameter, owing to its greater weight and 
tc the less wear on its wires. A large dandy roll will outlast the 
smaller one, and will always give a clearer mark, because the 
wires of which it is composed will keep cleaner. Brit. 

Never Heard of Machine With Five Presses. 
ANSWER TO QUESTION No. 515. 

In answer to the question by “Machine,” I will say that I am 
running a machine with four presses, but have never heard of 
one with five, and would further say that I don’t think that five 
presses would be economical, for it takes too much power, and 
felts are too costly, and the extra ones do not offer any advan- 
tages as far as I can figure. Some machine tenders will tell you 
that the more presses you can run the less steam you will have to 
use on the dryers, but this is no saving when you have plenty of 
dryers, and when you add more presses you will discover you

I told 
him once I had no time to look after the paper, as I had my hands 
full in keeping the felts on the machine, and he said, “To hell with 
the felts; I did not put them there; the fellow that did had a felt 
bug in his head.” But if I let the felts go to hell I would make 
no paper, but I know more money would be made if there were 
two or three instead of four. Even if the felts did run steady I 
do not see why anyone should want five presses; the paper gets 
pressing enough with two or three, and I think the fibres of a 
sheet are injured more when pressed when in a wet state than 
when they are dry. So I should say five presses are a nuisance 
and not economical, MACHINE TENDER. 
Horizontal Stuff Chests Better Than Uprights. 

ANSWER TO QuEsTION No. 516. 

In my opinion horizontal stuff chests are better than any other 
kind. My reasons for so believing are as follows: In the first 
place, when running the chest empty of stock you can get it out en- 
tirely from a horizontal chest if put up in proper position; that is, 
one end of the chest lower than the other. Where frequent changes 
of stock take place this is a big advantage, and very little waste of 
stock takes place. Horizontal chests can be washed cleaner than 
upright chests, and in quicker time. There are fewer pockets 
around the agitator of this kind of a chest, and less slime gathers 
around it. The position of the agitator in a horizontal chest makes 
the agitation of the stock more thorough, and the power required 
to drive it is less than demanded by agitators in upright chests. 
Another advantage is, when space is limited you can place hori- 
zontal chest where it would be impossible to put an upright chest 
of same capacity. The driving parts of the agitator in horizontal 
chests last longer and are easily kept in good running order, while 
those of the other kind frequently give trouble. The possibility of 
an agitator in horizontal chest scraping sides or bottom of chest 
is very slight, while all paper makers know how often this hap- 
pens with upright chests, and what a lot of dirt is made by agita- 
tor scraping bottom of chest. For above reasons give me hori- 
zontal chest. Es 

Concrete Beaters, Etc., Gocd If Made O. K. 
ANSWER TO QUESTION No. 517. 

I thoroughly agree with “Fine Specks,” who states that the matter 
of concrete beaters, chests, drainers, etc., should have most earnest 
attention of paper manufacturers before being installed. 
should they prove wrong will be a great expense in 
replacing them. They are great, providing they are built of the 
right kind of stuff, by the right kind of a man and in the right 
place. I know of a new mill, built to make the very finest grades 
of writing paper, and the superintendent of this mill was the man 
who insisted on having cement chests and beaters put in. They 
hired a brick mason to do the job, and the job he did was beauti- 
ful to look upon.

He built five beaters in a row from plans fur- 
nished by the mill people, and a prettier set of beating engines was 
never seen; but (with a capital B) when that mill started, and the 
stuff was furnished in those beaters, there was an awful story to 
tell. They worked right for the first month, and then their insides 
began to chip off. The constant wear of the stock loosened the 
cement, and little gritty specks did appear, and could be felt in the 
paper. They tried to smooth them over, experimented in every 
possible way, but the difficulty was not overcome till the beaters 
were lined with copper—an expensive job. They could have built 
a hundred good wooden beaters with the money that was lost in 
those five. So I should say it is a matter for consideration. 
PAPER MAKER. 

“Clay ” Must Be an Office Paper Maker. 
ANSWER TO QuEsTION No. 518. 

It seems to me that “Clay” is clay, and has no “think tank” when 


he asks such a question as No. 518 is. He must be a paper maker, 


but possibly is of the office grade, for no machine tender would 
hesitate a second when up against the problem he wants us to 
solve—not even the kind that figures by means of his thumbs and 
toes. This fellow was probably running a machine in the office 
when his change of orders came on, and if he was running 25x38— 
70, and pulling 1,600 pounds per hour, and was using 500 pounds 
of clay to a beater of 1,200 pounds of stock, he was going some, 
But then he changes onto 25x38—24, and pulls 1,300 pounds per 
hour and uses 250 pounds of clay to 1,200 pounds of stock; but he 
was here stuck, as he did not know what amount of stock should 
be shut off, because he did not know what per cent. to allow for 
the clay. So then he calls for us to show him, and so we will, 
You will have to do some supposing. In the 70 pound paper you 
used 41.6 per cent. clay; in the 34 pound paper you used 20.8. The 
heavier paper would show a retention of about 29 per cent clay 
under normal conditions, while the lighter one would do well if it 
showed 10 per cent. Therefore, figure the difference between 29 
and 10 and you can safely say that you should allow 19 per cent. 
for difference in clay. Now then, ‘if you were drawing 1,600 
pounds per hour on the 70 pound paper, making a deckle of 100 
inches, you must have run at a speed of 150 feet per minute, fig- 
ured thusly: 1,664 x 38 = 63,232 + 6x70=150+. Now then, to make 


1,300 pounds per hour on the lighter sheet on same deckle, you 
could speed up machine till you were running 251.8+ feet per 


minute, which would give you within 3 pounds of your desired 
weight, thus: 1,352 X 38= 51,376 + 34X6=251.8 feet per minute. 

ALECK. 

Many Ways to Make Wood Papers Opaque. 
ANSWER TO QUESTION No. 5109. 

There are many ways of making wood papers opaque, but they 
are governed by strength, color and quality. Where these things 
can be sacrificed for opacity you can secure same by a liberal use 
of clay, quick beating of stock and light calendering of paper. 
Bark liquor is sometimes used successfully in getting opacity, as 
are woods of dark yellowish color. Real opacity, however, is ob- 
tained best by use of china clay, which gives to the paper an 
opaque appearance which cannot be secured by other means. A 
fine, closely woven wire is also advantageous when making these 
papers, as is closely woven felts. The paper should be quickly dried 
and given the least possible calendering. Sometimes crushing 
stock under dandy gives good results, but, as before stated, so 
many things govern this matter that we cannot give an intelligent 
answer without having all facts, such as weight of paper, desired 
color, finish and strength. P. P. M. 


Printing Qualities of Under Side of Sheet Made With Suction Roll. 
ANSWER TO QUESTION No, 521. 

In answer to “H. G. S.,” who wants to know if the under side 
of paper made on machine with suction roll prints better than 
same made with the couch roll, I would leave it to the printers 
of paper to decide, but while they are finding out I will give a 
paper maker’s idea of it. When it comes to talking about printing 
I look at it this way. Good appearing print depends upon the 
surface of the paper, the condition of the type, the grade of ink 
used and the intelligence of. the man who runs the printing press. 
An absolutely smooth surface is not necessary for smart printing, 
and sometimes a rough surface will show better on old or worn 
type. When using such type on a smooth surface the printing 
usually looks blurred. In coming to your question, I would say 
that paper made with a suction roll would print better on the 
under side of the sheet, not because the surface is smoother but be- 
cause the under side of the sheet is more like the top side, owing 
to the absence of the wiremark, which is produced by pressure of 
couch roll on old machines. But do not forget that a strong suc- 
tion will also produce a wiremark. However, I think I am entirely 
right in saying that when the two sides of a paper are as near 
alike as possible the printing on the paper will look better and 
be more uniform. rs

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ATTACHMENT FOR CALENDER MACHINES. 


By Means of a New Invention the Pressure Can Be Released 
and Any Roll Raised—A Hydraulic Lifting Apparatus Is 
Also Provided in Which the Plunger Will Not Dry. 


(Reports of Patents Are Furnished THe Paper Trave Journat by 
& Davis, Patent Attorneys, Washington, D. C.) 


Joseph Stuart, of Wilmington, Del., has invented improvements 
in attachments for calender machines. The patent, No. 957,812, 
has been assigned to the Lobdell Car Wheel Company, of Wilming- 
ton, Del. 

In describing his invention the patentee says: 

“I desire to provide a novel form of operating mechanism for 
raising the rolls, which shall be so designed as to first release the 
pressure upon the rolls and afterward to raise any particular roll 
or rolls. I also desire to provide an improved form of hydraulic 
lifting apparatus for the rolls of the calender machine, which shall 
be of strong and compact construction, and in which means is pro- 
vided for preveriting drying of the plunger packing and consequent 
leakage. 

“Another object of my invention is to provide novel means for 
applying pressure to the rolls of the machine; the same being con-

structed with a view to permitting of a relatively great separation 
of the rolls. 

“Fig. I is a front elevation, partly in section, of a calender ma- 
chine showing my invention as applied thereto; Fig. 2 is an end 
elevation of the machine shown in Fig. 1, and Fig. 3 is an enlarged 
vertical section of the pump cylinder, showing certain of the parts 
associated therewith. 

“In‘the above drawings A is the housing of a calender machine 
in which are mounted calender rolls a, and it will be noted that in 
each instance the necks a’ of these rolls project beyond the outside 
of the side or vertical members of said housing. On the cap or 
cover a of each side member is mounted a hydraulic cylinder B, 
and each of these cylinders has a plunger b carrying a yoke b’. 
From each end of each yoke there depends a screw threaded rod 
C, and the two rods from each yoke extend on opposite sides of 
the necks of the rolls a. 

“Nuts ¢ are mounted at intervals upon the rods C and serve to 
support cross bars c’ on each pair of the same which are held by 
them under the neck of any desired roll. 

“From Fig. 1 it will be seen that the plunger b of the cylinder 
B is provided with packing b* held in place by a follower b°, and 
has on the centre of its lower face an upwardly extending recess 
b*. The fluid supply pipe d for said cylinder enters the bottom 
of the same and extends upwardly into the recess b* of the plunger, 
as does also an air vent pipe d’, it being noted that both of said 
pipes end above the level of the packing b* when the plunger is in 
its lowest position, in order that under operating conditions there 
shall always be a body of liquid within the cylinder B in contact 
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with said packing. For supplying liquid under pressure to the 
cylinders B, and also for releasing or applying pressure to the 
cylinder rolls, I provide a cylinder E connected by pipes d with 
said cylinders B. This is mounted in any convenient manner upon 
the housing or frame of the machine, and has a suitably packed 
plunger e, to which is connected a plunger rod e’ passing out 
through the top of the cylinder. Said plunger rod is threaded 
and has mounted on it. a correspondingly threaded sleeve ¢ 
carried in suitable ball the top of the cylinder, 
while a beveled gear e* fixed to said sleeve meshes with a 
second beveled gear e¢* fixed to a shaft e* mounted in suitable bear- 
ings having connected to it an operating wheel e”. 

“From Fig. 3 it will be seen that the plunger rod e¢’ enters a 
tubular rod ec’, which is connected to one end of a lever f ful- 
crumed on the housing of the machine, the arrangement being 
such that said plunger rod is capable of moving independently of 
the lever under certain conditions hereinafter noted. 

“The opposite end of the lever f is loosely connected to a rod f, 
whose lower end is connected to an arm f*, keyed or otherwise 
fixed to the shaft F, extending across the machirie, while at each 
end of this shaft are fixed other arms f’, to each of which is pivoted 
a lever f* having a weight f°. Mounted on the cap or cover of 
each side member of the housing is a lever g fixed to a short 
spindle g’, to which is also fixed a second arm g’, a strut g* extend- 
ing between this second arm and a suitable bearing for the neck 
of the uppermost roll a. A link g* connects the end of the lever g 
to the lever f*, and when it is desired to raise any particular roll 
one pair of the cross bars c is adjusted so as to be in engagement 
with the necks of the roll to be raised, the cylinder E and the pip- 
ing being filled with oil or other suitable liquid. If now the hand 
wheel e° be turned, power is transmitted through the spindle and 
the gear wheels e*

bearings in 


and e* to the plunger rod e’, which in turn 
forces the plunger e downwardly in the cylinder E, thereby forcing 
out of said cylinder a certain amount of fluid and causing it to 
flow into cylinders B. Before enough of said fluid has entered 
these latter cylinders to cause a materially upward movement of 
their plungers b, the plunger rod e permits a lowering of the end 
of the lever f with which it is in engagement. As a consequence 
the weights f of the levers f* are permitted to drop into the posi- 
tions shown in dotted lines in Fig. 2, so as to rest upon the founda- 
tion of the machine, and in such case it is obvious that the pres- 
sure otherwise exerted by said weights through the rods g*, arms 
gy, spindles g’, arms g* and struts g*® upon the various rolls, is re- 
leased, and as the plunger rod end of the lever f is free to move down 
for a considerable distance, it is obvious that the arms g and g’ are 
likewise capable of considerable upward movement, so that any one 
of the rolls may be separated from that adjacent to it for a much 
greater distance than would be possible in any other arrangement 
or apparatus with which I am acquainted. 

“The continued downward movement of the plunger e in the 
cylinder E causes the plungers b to be forced out of their cylinders 
so that the yokes b’ and their attached rods C are raised, as are 
also the rolls above the cross bars c’. 


“The above described operation is reversed when it is desired to 
lower the rolls, by turning the hand wheel e° in a direction the 
reverse of that previously noted, in which case the plunger e¢ is 
raised in the cylinder E so that plungers 0 fall in their cylinders B. 
As a consequence the rolls again come together in their normal 
positions, and the continued upward movement of the plunger 
rod e’ caused by the continued operation of the hand wheel causes 
it to move upwardly the adjacent end of the lever f with a corre- 
sponding downward movement of its opposite end. As a conse- 
quence the transverse shaft F is turned downwardly so that the 
levers f*, which are hung on the rods g* as fulcrums, are turned so 
as to raise their weights f°, thereby bringing pressure to bear upon 
the stack of rolls through said rods g*, levers g, spindles g’, arms g° 
and struts

AN IMPROVEMENT IN SUCTION ROLLS. 


John F. King and James Neary, Both of Kalamazoo, Mich., Have 
Been Granted a Patent on a Roll Which Is Adjustable to 
the Width of the Web—The Invention Described. 


(Reports of all new patents are furnished THe Paper Trave JourNnaL by 
Davis & Davis, patent attorneys, Washington, D. C.) 

John F. King and James Neary, of Kalamazoo, Mich., have in- 
vented certain new improvements in suction boxes. United States 
Patent No. 957,217. 

Fig. 1 is a detail view partially in longitudinal central section of 
a structure embodying the features of the invention. Fig. 2 is a 
detail vertical transverse section taken on a line corresponding to 
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line 2—2 of Fig. 1, the frame being indicated partially by dotted 
lines. Fig. 3 is a transverse section taken on a line corresponding 
to line 3—3 of Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is an enlarged detail section taken on 
a line corresponding to line 4—4 of Fig. 2, showing the suction con- 
nection. Fig. 5 is a detail transverse section taken on a line cor- 
responding to line 5—5 of Fig. 1, showing the arrangement of the 
head chambers and the adjusting screws therefor. Fig. 6 is a detail 


longitudinal section of a modified construction in which the adjust- 
ing screws for the adjustable heads serve as the suction connection. 
Fig. 7 is a detail section of a further modification, the modifica- 
tion residing particularly in the suction connection, the shaft being 
provided with suction passages. 

In describing their patent the inventors say: 

“Referring to the drawing, I represents the standards upon 
which the improved suction roll is mounted. We have not illus- 
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trated our improved suction roll in connection with the other parts 
of a paper making machine as its adjustment in relation to the 
web carrying felt or belt when used as a suction box or in a suita- 
ble tank when used as a web forming roll will be readily under- 
stood by those skilled in the paper making art. The shaft 2 is pro- 
vided with suitable driving connections not here illustrated. 
“Our improved suction roll comprises a body portion having a 
plurality of radially disposed compartments therein, each com- 
partment being provided with a head chamber at each end. The 
body portion of our improved roll preferably comprises a central 
core 3 adapted to receive the shaft 2, the core being secured to the 
shaft by means of keys 4. The roll is preferably made up of sec- 
tions for convenience in construction. On the cores 3 are radially 
disposed partitions 5, which divide the roll into a plurality of com- 
partments 6, the compartments being radially disposed as stated. 
At each end of each compartment is a longitudinally disposed parti- 
tion 7, forming in connection with the radial partitions 5 and the 
shell or outer wall 8, head chambers 9. In these head chambers 
are heads 10; these heads are adjustably arranged in the chambers, 
preferably by mounting the same upon the adjusting screws II. 
The inner ends of the adjusting screws are in the structure illus- 
trated, supported by the cross pieces 12, which connect and brace 
the longitudinal partitions 5. These cross pieces 12 being ar- 
ranged in alignment form a substantially continuous ring about the 
body. The ends of the roll are preferably formed of the portions 
13, which are formed integrally with the partition portions and the 
outer ring portion 14, the ring portions being arranged to close the 
outer ends of the head chambers, the ends of the body being suita- 
bly formed to receive the ring portion, as is illustrated in the draw- 
ing. The screws It are arranged through these rings, and are pro- 
vided on their outer ends with toothed wheels 15 for the adjust- 
ment of the screws. To uniformly and quickly adjust the screws 
we preferably provide the adjusting racks 16, which are pivoted 
to be shifted into and out of engaging position, the same when in 
engaging position being adapted to successively engage the wheels 
on the screws so that as the cylinder is revolved the screws are 
uniformly adjusted. A pair of these adjusting members are pref- 
erably provided at each end of the roll so that the heads may be 
adjusted in or out, as occasion may require, while the roll is re-

volved in the same direction. At one end the fixed portion 13 of 
the end wall is provided with openings 17, these openings are cov- 
ered with a header plate 18. This header plate is provided with a 
header 19, to which the suction pipe 20 is connected. As the roll 
revolves the compartments 5 are successively connected with the 
header plate so that the suction is successively applied thereto. 
This header plate is preferably adjustably supported by mounting

Four parties of trained forest engineers and bush rangers have 
been dispatched by the Dominion Government to traverse the 
route of the proposed Hudson’s Bay Railway. They will inspect 
the timber along the right of way, and wherever necessary they 
will appoint forest rangers to guard the wood resources. This 
action is a sign of the precaution the authorities propose to take 
in guarding the resources of the country in future.

The reckless treatment accorded large 
forests in both of the States, however, has proved detrimental, not 
alone to the territory within their boundaries, but also to much 
land in the adjoining States. The adoption of systematic refor- 
estation would prove of inestimable value to all New England. 
Responsibility for Fires in Ontario 

In an effort to preserve the forests and in order to reduce losses 
from fires the forestry committee of the Conservation Commis- 
sion, at a meeting in Ottawa on May 2, passed a resolution favoring 
an amendment to the railway act in respect to responsibility of 
railway companies. The forestry men would impose a penalty of 
$1,000 on companies when a fire is started’ in land adjoining their 
right of way. The companies would escape liability if it were 
shown that the engine smokestacks were equipped with the most 
modern appliances to suppress sparks, that a capable staff of 
rangers were employed, and that no negligence was shown by 
the engine men. The Government railways are asked to maintain 
an efficient staff of fire rangers. 


An Appalachian Conservation Exposition. 

During the month beginning September 12 and ending October 
12 of this year there will be held in Knoxville, Tenn., the Appa- 
lachian Exposition, whose prime object is to arouse popular interest 
in a plan to preserve the forests in that range of mountains. Prac- 
tically everybody resident in that territory wants these woodlands 
protected from further denudation, because the cutting off of the 
timber there has already extended over several thousands of acres, 
and wherever the mountains have been denuded of their trees the 
consequent waterfall has washed away the soil of the surrounding 
farms. It is said that in many places in Tennessee and in North 
and South Carolina, where this process has been going on, many 
hundreds of what were once fine farms have been abandoned be- 
cause the top layers of the soil were washed away by the rains 
that fell on the bare mountains, without any trees to absorb the 
accumulated moisture. 

Forests Are Vital to Our Lives. 

Dr. Philip W. Ayres, of Dartmouth College, Hanover, N. H., 
who has been delivering a very interesting and instructive lecture 
on forestry in many towns and cities in northern New England, 
was at Portland, Me., on Wednesday night of last week, where he 


spoke before the Congregational Club of that city. At the begin- 
ning of his lecture Dr. Ayres said that, like men, trees live in 
connected associations. Trees compete with one another to the bit- 
ter end, there being a struggle for light and moisture above ground 
Every tree has its own requirements of moisture and light and each 
species has its own peculiarities. One cannot study natural life 
without feeling that the same force that goes through his own 
veins is in the vegetable kingdom. Forests are very vital to our 
lives, and where forests have gone human life has gone also. On 
the plains of Palestine when the forests went the industries left, 
and agriculture suffered. Practically the same conditions prevail in 
some places in New Hampshire. To our national life as an Amer- 
ican people the forest is vital. We in the East have to depend on 
the Appalachian region for our lumber. There are no hardwoods 
to speak of west of the Mississippi River, but there is a great hard- 
wood forest surrounding a tract of 30 miles of spruce in the centre 
of the Appalachian region. Forestry tries to get from the land all 
that it will possibly produce for mankind. 


Timber Conservation on the Pacific Coast. 

The Pacific Coast lumber manufacturers have taken the initiative 
in an important step for the promotion of proper and conservative 
use of their timber supply. Practically all of the large manufac- 
turers of lumber in the States of Oregon and Washington have en- 
tered into an agreement to manufacture odd as well as even lengths 
in flooring, finish and similar planing mill products. Heretofore it 
has been customary to manufacture these products in even lengths 
only. Now, it is proposed to trim the manufactured lumber to 
lengths of odd numbers as well as even numbers of feet. Under 
the old system a considerable portion of the lumber which came 
to the shaping machine was wasted, and this action has been taken 
in order to save that waste. Considerable opposition to this inno- 
vation has arisen among retailers and consumers. The retailer con- 
tends that it is impossible for him to dispose of odd length ma- 
terial because of the common practice in the construction of wooden 
buildings, claiming that the initial saving of the manufacturer is 
transferred to the consumer. This is denied, however, because of 
the proportionally small amount of odd length materials which will 
occur under the new system, and because of the latterday prac- 
tice of laying sub-floors of rough lumber and sheathing on the 
sides of the house before putting the finishing material in place. 


AN IMPROVEMENT IN SUCTION ROLLS.

upon the shaft and providing the same with a lug 21, through 
which an adjusting screw 22 is arranged, the screw being adapted 
to engage a fixed lug 23 on the frame. The object of this is to 
adjust the header so that the compartment will be connected thereto 
at the proper point in the revolution of the wheel. By providing 
the adjustable heads and the head chambers the roll can be quickly 
adjusted to the desired width of the web. 

“In the modified construction shown in Fig. 6 the adjusting screws 
24 for the heads are made tubular to serve as suction tubes, the 
header plate 25 of the structure there illustrated being adapted to 
close the outer ends of these suction tubes, the structure otherwise 
is substantially that of the preferred structure illustrated. 

“In the structure shown in Fig. 7 the shaft 26 is provided with 
suction passages 27, through which the connection is made to th2 
suction 20, the header 28 being arranged to embrace the outer end 
of the shaft, as clearly appears in the drawing. 

“Our improved suction roll is simple in structure, and it is very 
easy to maintain the proper suction thereon. We have illustrated 
and described the same in detail in the form preferred by us on 
account of its structural simplicity and economy. We are, how- 
ever, aware that it is capable of cohsiderable variation in struc- 
tural details without departing from our invention, and we desire 
to be understood as claiming the same in the specific form illus- 
trated as well as broadly within the scope of the appended claims.”

PAPER.—In some localities trade conditions are just about the 
reverse of a week ago, but the general market situation has not 
been affected materially. The reports on business indicate that 
where things were fairly active last week they have now quieted 
down, and vice versa.

BRIMSTONE.—Under a moderate demand this market has con- 
tinued to reflect a steady tone. New business has improved a little, 
and shipments on old contracts are up to seasonable proportions. 
Prices continue firm at $22@22.50, according to destination. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—The filling of old contracts continues to 
supply the greater part of the present activity. Few new orders 
have been received from paper making sources other than what is 
moving on old orders. Prices continue at 334@534c. for ordinary 
45 to 90 per cent.
